Officials of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
stimate Canada’s spring wheat crop at about one 
and a half million acres less than that of last” 


year. 
Last year’s total was nearly twenty-six and a 
balf million acres The supposed reduction is 


therefore small. But it helped to send prices up 
two cents the day the announcement was made. 

It is to be hoped the officials are guessing 
wrong, and that there will be no reduction at all. 
Having been “long” on wheat for three years while 
prices sagged and kept on sagging, it would be 
tragic if Canada should now go “short” when prices 
are up and showing a tendency to stay up 

Should that happen, it will hardly be the fault 
of the wheat grower. Last year he put in a big 
crop, with little or no prospect that he would get 
as much at threshing time as wheat was worth at 
seeding time. Now that prices are up he is likely to 
sow as much as the belated spring leaves him time 
for.

Shutting Off Relief 


The announcement of the policy of the Dom- 
inion government in regard to unemployment re- 
lief in British Columbia—and the same policy will 
no doubt be applied to the other western prov- 
inces—will be generally taken as an evidence of 
the complete failure of the federal government 
to deal adequately with this most serious prob- 
lem. There has been an utter absence of the or- 
ganized effort that is required to meet the situa- 
tion. Instead of naitonal leadership and direction 


of unemployment relief policy, such as this crisis | 


should have evoked, there is only minor and halt- 
ing assistance for the provinces and municipal- 
ities which are left to struggle desperately with 
the financial burden of relief and which are quite 
unable of themselves to undertake constructive 
measures in order to provide employment. 

The announcement that the Dominion is going 
to gradually withdraw all assistance towards di- 


rect relief during the summer and autumn will be | 


received with absolute amazement everywhere in 
the west. The provincial governments and the 
municipalities have been appealing to the Dominion 
to increase its aid. Instead of that it is going to 
be reduced and then withdrawn except for the 
care of homeless single men and perhaps for some 
of the married men who may be sent to the work 
camps and for whose maintenance the Dominion 
will pay less than half the cost. 

The Dominion will find that it will have to 
deal with a highly aroused feeling in the West over 
its new and unbelievable attitude on relief, and it 
is safe to say that the matter is not closed by any 
means.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


RUSSIAN JUSTICE 


N. V. Krylenko, Commissar of Justice of the 
R.S.F.S.R. (Russia proper), has published a work, 
“Court and Justice in the U.S.S.R.,” in which he 
says: 

“In the specific nature of their functions there 

is no difference of character between the Soviet 
Court of Justice and the Cheka ... Every Judge 
must keep himself well informed on questions of 
State policy and remember that his judicial decis- 
ions in particular cases are intended to promote just 
the prevailing policy of the ruling class and nothing 
else.” . 
A. Y. Vyshinsky, recently Presiding Judge of the 
Supreme Court and now State Prosecutor of the 
Soviet Union, has dealt with the same question in 
his standard work on Criminal Procedure, explain- 
ing that the Court of Justice is an instrument in the 
hands of the dominating group and any idea of 
its being used to administer “general justice” is 
mere pretence, as its task is “to secure the con- 
quests of the proletarian revolution.” The official 
text-book of “The Basis of Class Justice” used by 
law students at the Moscow University states on 
page 16: : 

“Soviet law has never recognized and does not 
recognize the principle that all persons are equal 
in the eyes of the law. All decrees of the Soviet 
Government and all Soviet laws have from the 
beginning taken great care to insist on a strict 
class-line. It would be very naive to afford equal- 
ity of justice to the toiler and the class-enemy. 
This would be contrary to the policy of the Soviet 
Government.—London Times 


TAXING TAXES 

One of the present beauties of Canadian taxa- 
tion is that taxes themselves are doubly taxed 

Theoretically, you would hardly conceive # 
possibility that when you pay a tax to one gov- 
ernment, another of your governments compels 
you to pay a tax to it on the tax you pay to the 
first government; and that then also the first gov- 
ernment compels you to pay tax on the tax the sec- 
ond government collects. 

Nevertheless, such is the rule in Ontario. 

It is this way: 

The Dominion government imposes an income 
tax. You must tell what your income is. Suppose 
your income is $5,000. You say to the Dominion 
government, “My income is $5,000, but I pay $500 
in taxes to my municipality in Ontario—as well as 
other taxes.” “Never mind that,” replies the Do- 
minion government, “you've got to pay us full tax 
on $5,000." Thus the Dominion government charges 
you full tax on the $500 you pay in taxes to your 
municipality. 

Then the municipality comes along, authorized 
by the Ontario government to charge you income 
tax on your $5,000 income. You say to the mu- 
nicipal government, “My income is nominally 
$5,000, but the Dominion government is taking some 
of that away in income tax.” “Never mind that,” 
says the municipality, “you just pay up on the 
$5,000 or we'll make trouble for you.” And so you 
pay tax to the municipality on the tax you pay to 
the Dominion. 

Thus you get hit extra on both ends as well as 
twice in the middle. 

Hon. Mr. Rhodes, the Dominion Minister of 
Finance, announced in the House of Commons 
Friday that Dominion and Provincia! authorities 
were working together with a view to an under- 
standing on duplication of taxation. Jt is to be 
hoped that at least there will not be any under- 
standing reached to make taxes on taxes more than 
three or four times as high as taxes on taxes are 
at present —Ottawa Journal. 


NO SECESSION IN AUSTRALIA 

Although the state of West Australia has voted 
in a referendum in favor of secession from the 
Commonwealth, it is unlikely that secession 
actually will take place as the federa! constitution 
does not permit of secession unless a majority of 
the federal voters in a majority of the states ap- 
prove. One of the ironies of the recent election was 
that the Nationalist government was defeated al- 
though its secession policy was endorsed 

West Australia became a state in 1890. It is the 
largest and youngest of the states. Its area of 
nearly a million square miles makes it one-quarter 
the size of Europe including Russia. The state is 
sparsely settled, having only 350,000 people, and it is 
cut off from the rest of the Commonwealth by 
desert areas which are traversed by a transcon- 
tinental railway. It is engaged in the production 
of the primary products and feels itself handi- 
capped by the high protective tariff that suits the 
more influential industrial centres —Toronto Star
